in vou is. Pe ſhall be Contctbutc2y to all manner of charges within 
this City, as Summons, Matches, Contributions, Taikes, Talla⸗ 
ges Lot and Scot, and to allother charges, bearing your part as a 
Fre man ought to do. Ye ſhall colour no Fozraignes gods. vnder oz 
in your name, whereby the King oz this City might o2 may loſe they 
tuſtomes o2 adnantages. Yee ſhall know no Foꝛraigne to buy 02 ſell 
any Perchaͤndize, with any other Foꝛraigne within this City oꝛ fran- 
chiſe thereof, but ye ſhall warne the Chamberlaine thereof, oz ſome 
Miniſter ol the Chamber. Ye ſhall implead oꝛ ſue no Freeman out of 
this City, whiles ye may haue right and law within the ſame Cittie. 
Pe ſhall take none Appzentiſe, but if he be Fre · boꝛne (that is to ſay) 
no Bond; mans Son, no2 the childe of any Alien, & fo2no leſſe terme 
then foꝛ ſeuen peares without fraud oꝛ deceit: and within the firlt yere 
pe (hal cauſe him to be enrolled, oz elſe pay ſuch fine as ſhall be reaſona⸗ 
bly impoſed bppon you ſoꝛ omitting the ſame. And after his tearmes 
end, within conuenient time being tequired) ye ſhall make him free of 
this City. it he haue wel and truly ſerued yoga. Yee ſhall alſo kepe the 
Kings peace in pour owne perſon. Ye ſhall know no gatherings, con- 
nenticles noꝛ conſpiracies made againft the Rings Peace, but pe ſhall 
warne the Patioz thereof, oꝛ let it fo your power. ll theſe points and 
articles pe ſhal well and truly kæpe, accozding to the lawes & cuſtomes 
ofthis City,to your power. So God youhelpe. Cod ſaue the King. 
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
